FOREWORD 

With  a  feeling  of  pleasure  thi3  Handbook  is  dedicated  by  the  Stu- 
dent Association  of  John  B.  Stetson  University  to  the  new  students 
who  are  coming  to  our  campus.  We  hope  that  it  will  help  you  under- 
stand our  campus  life;  but  most  of  all,  we  hope  that  it  will  help  you 
grasp  the  spirit  which  is  an  intrinsic  part  of  Stetson. 

This  handbook  contains  essential  information  for  all  students.  We 
have  tried  to  present  this  material  from  the  student's  viewpoint  with 
the  aim  of  answering  the  questions  which  are  in  the  mind  of  every 
new  student.     Please  read  this  Handbook  and  use  it  as  your  guide. 

Every  new  student  is  invited  and  urged  to  participate  in  all  campus 
activities.  They  are  your  activities,  and  it  is  your  privilege  to  con- 
tribute of  your  interest  and  initiative  to  phases  of  campus  life.  We 
extend  to  you  a  hearty  welcome  and  greeting  as  you  become  an  integral 
part  of  our  Stetson  Family. 


HISTORY  AND  HERITAGE 

DeLand  Academy,  which  later  developed  into  Stetson  University, 
was  established  in  1883.  There  were  only  13  students  and  one  teacher 
in  the  beginning.  Total  enrollment  last  year  was  2,752  and  there  were 
122  members  of  the  faculty. 

In  1876,  H.  S.  DeLand  of  Fairport,  New  York,  was  so  impressed 
by  the  pleasant  climate  and  tropical  scenery  surrounding  a  small  un- 
named settlement  in  central  Florida  that  he  decided  to  make  his  home 
here.  From  the  first  he  manifested  such  an  active  interest  in  the 
growth  and  development  of  the  community  that  it  soon  was  named 
DeLand. 

In  1884  he  built  DeLand  Hall,  which  houses  the  present  School 
of  Music,  and  moved  the  year-old  Academy  into  the  new  building.  He 
proposed  to  the  Florida  Baptist  Convention  that  if  the  Convention 
would  contribute  $10,000,  he  would  donate  an  equal  sum  along  with 
the  Academy  property.  This  was  done,  and  in  1887,  the  school  was 
incorporated  as  DeLand  University.  Later,  at  the  request  of  the  origi- 
nal benefactor,  the  name  was  changed  to  John  B.  Stetson  University 
in  honor  of  the  Philadelphia  hat  manufacturer  who  had  given  much 
of  his  time  and  wealth  to  aid  the  advancing  young  college. 

Stetson  University  was  conceived  with  the  Christian  ideals  as  its 
basis.  Today  as  always  that  spirit  dominates  the  whole  of  the  Uni- 
versity, a  spirit  which  becomes  our  heritage  when  we  become  a  part 
of  the  student  body.  Because  of  world  conditions  today  our  goals 
are  even  more  significant  than  ever  before:  scholarship,  culture  Chris- 
tian character.  As  we  adopt  these  goals  for  our  own,  we  become  a 
part  of  that  spirit  which  our  past  has  developed  and  on  which  the 
hopes  for  the  future  depend.  This  is  our  heritage,  and  it  is  our  privi- 
lege to  pass  the  heritage  on  to  those  who  will  follow.

Each  student  at  Stetson  University  is  subject  to  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations of  the  University  as  printed  in  the  Annual  Catalogue  and  in  the 
Student  Handbook.  Failure  to  acquaint  oneself  with  these  publications 
can  result  in  serious  consequences.  Below  are  listed  some  of  the  regu- 
lations about  which  a  student  will  be  concerned  frequently,  and  a  brief 
statement  of  the  University's  expectations  concerning  its  students' 
conduct.

9.  Conduct.  John  B.  Stetson  University  expects  its  students 
to  conduct  themselves  as  ladies  and  gentlemen.  Such 
conduct  is  a,  part  of  essential  character  and  cannot  be 
legislated.  However  there  are  certain  rules  and  regula- 
tions concerning  conduct,  on  and  off  the  campus,  which 
have  been  printed  for  the  guidance  of  all  concerned. 
These  rules  appear  in  the  Student  Handbook,  and  each 
student  should  familiarize  himself  with  them. 
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r  FOR  ALL  FRESHMEN 

1.  Obey  all  University  traditions,  rules  and  regulations. 

2.  Make  acquaintances  with  your  classmates  and  others  as  soon 
as  possible.  Stetson  is  a  friendly  school.  We  speak  to  everyone 
whether  we  know  him  or  not. 

3.  Take  an  active  interest  in  all  student  elections  in  which  you 
are  concerned. 

4.  Join  only  those  extra-curricular  activities  in  which  you  are 
really  interested.  They  will  be  an  important  part  of  your  campus  life, 
but  remember  that  "majoring"  in  extra-curricular  activities  means 
neglecting  important  studies. 

IMPORTANT:  Upperclassmen  must  refrain  from  requesting  any 
act  which  will  offend  the  sense  of  pride  or  honor  of  any  freshman. 

PURPOSE  OF  FRESHMAN  RULES:  To  create  among  new  stu- 
dents an  enthusiastic  school  spirit  and  the  loyalty  that  will  last  not 
only  through  four  years  of  University  life,  but  will  carry  over  into  life 
after  college,  and  make  for  a  better  alumni  group.  All  freshmen  of 
Stetson  University  are  expected  to  comply  with  these  rules  at  all  times 
with  the  exceptions  as  stated  by  the  committee  on  freshman  rules. 

1.  Freshman  caps  shall  be  worn  at  all  times  except  on  Sundays  and 
when  in  attendance  at  formal  affairs. 

2.  All  school  songs  appearing  in  this  handbook  are  to  be  memorized 
during  Freshman  Week  and  are  to  be  recited  to  upperclassmen  on 
request. 

3.  All  freshmen  are  required  to  attend  all  student  assemblies  ex- 
cept when  on  scholarship  duties. 

4.  If  called  upon  by  upperclassmen  to  perform  duties  of  a  con- 
structive nature,  freshmen  are  expected  to  respond  promptly  and  will- 
ingly. 

5.  On  a  date  set  by  the  Freshmen  Rules  Committee,  contests  will 
be  held  between  the  freshmen  and  an  equal  number  of  upperclassmen. 
If  the  freshmen  are  victorious,  they  may  discard  their  caps;  if  the 
upperclassmen  win,  the  freshmen  must  wear  their  caps  until  further 
notice  by  the  Freshmen  Rules  Committee. 

6.  Freshmen  must  carry  student  handbooks  with  them  constantly 
during  the  first  quarter. 

FACULTY  ADVISORY  SYSTEM 

The  University  uses  an  individualized  program.  In  the  place  of 
the  old  system  in  which  general  requirements  were  laid  down  for  all 
students  with  little  regard  for  individual  differences,  there  has  been 
instituted  a  system  of  individual  requirements.  The  use  of  require- 
ments as  such  has  not  been  abandoned,  but  the  method  of  using  them 
has  been  changed.  Instead  of  being  laid  down  in  advance  and  applied 
generally,  requirements  are  set  up  for  each  individual  based  upon 
his  aptitudes,  interests  and  needs. 

Such  a  system  requires  methods  and  devices  for  discovering  in- 
dividual aptitudes  and  interests  and  an  organization  for  counselling 
students.  A  group  of  faculty  members  has  been  chosen  and  is  organ- 
ized to  act  as  counsellors.  A  testing  program  is  in  use  to  supply  the 
counsellors  with  needed  information  concerning  individual  students. 
This  is  supplemented  by  reports  from  high  schools  from  which  the 
students  come. 

When  a  student  enters  the  University  he  has  an  interview  with 
members  of  the  advisory  council  which  is  supplied  with  all  the  in- 
formation that  has  been  gathered  concerning  the  student.  By  means 
of  this  initial  interview  and  others,  from  time  to  time,  each  student's 
educational     program  js  worked  out  and  directed. 
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STUDENT  ADVISORY  SYSTEM 

Each  spring  the  Deans  of  Men  and  Women  choose  from  the  upper 
divisions  n  group  of  students  to  become  Freshman  Advisors  for  the 
following  fall  season.  These  Btudents  are  chosen,  not  for  their  high 
scholastic  average  or  for  numerous  extra-curricular  activities,  but  for 
their  ability  to  represent  all  phases  of  college  life,  and  still  further, 
to  help  each  new  student  become  a  member  of  the  Stetson  family  as 
quickly  as  possible.  An  adviser  begins  his  contact  with  a  freshman 
through  correspondence  during  the  summer,  and  such  associations  prove 
profitable  to  both  adviser  and  advisee.  It  is  the  particular  duty  and 
pleasure  of  each  adviser  to  stand  beside  his  advisee  until  the  new 
student  is  well  established  in  college  life,  having  found  his  place  in 
the  group  and  having  adjusted  himelf  socially  and  mentally  to  campus 
life. 

THE  UNIVERSITY  COMMONS 
A  cordial  welcome  awaits  you  at  the  Commons.     A  good  variety 
of  well  prepared   food   makes   the   school   cafeteria  the   most  popular 
place  on  the  campus.

The  comfortable  lounge  is  available  for  meetings  and  other  group 
activities.  Arrangements  for  special  parties  must  be  made  with  the 
dietitian. 

Note:  Breaking  into  line  is  strictly  forbidden.  Those  guilty  of  this 
discourtesy  will  be  called  before  the  Faculty  Committee  on  Student 
Conduct. 

THE   UNIVERSITY   LIBRARY 

The  library  is  a  depository  of  knowledge,  culture,  and  experience 
in  printed  form,  and  serves  as  a  general  laboratory  for  the  entire  col- 
lege community — students  and  faculty.  (It  is  the  hope  of  the  library 
staff  that  students  will  use  the  library  for  both  study  and  recreational 
reading.  The  staff  will  gladly  assist  any  student  in  locating  and  using 
library  materials.  Hours  will  be  found  posted  on  the  door  of  the  Li- 
brary Building.  Each  year  a  handbook  is  published  which  gives  de- 
tailed instructions  concerning  the  use  of  library  resources.  This  hand- 
book may  be  secured  at  the  Charge  Desk  in  the  Reading  Room  of  the 
University  Library. 

THE  UNIVERSITY  INFIRMARY 

The  infirmary  service  of  the  University,  under  the  competent  gra- 
duate nurse  provides  for  the  care  of  all  minor  illnesses  and  the  relief 
of  acute  conditions  which  do  not  require  special  nursing.  Supplemen- 
tary to  the  service  afforded  by  the  University  Infirmary,  a  student  may 
at  his  own  expense  secure  any  available  physician  he  desires.  The 
University  requires  that  all  illnesses  be  first  reported  to  the  Univer- 
sity nurse. 

CHURCH    ATTENDANCE 

All  students  are  urged  to  attend  Sunday  School  and  church  ser- 
vices on  Sunday.  The  University  cooperates  to  this  end  with  all 
churches  in  DeLand.  On  Sunday  work  is  suspended  throughout  the 
University,  and  the  office  buildings,  the  laboratories,  and  the  libraries 
are  closed. 
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THE   VESPER   SERVICE 

The  Vesper  Service  is  a  non-denominational  service  sponsored  by 
the  Baptist  Student  Union  Council  and  meets  each  evening  at  6:30  at 
a  place  to  be  posted  on  bulletin  board.  It  seeks  to  strengthen  the 
spiritual  life  of  the  student  body. 

THE   BAPTIST  STUDENT  UNION 

The  Baptist  Student  Union  is  the  connecting  link  between  the 
Baptist  churches  of  DeLand  and  the  University.  It  is  the  recruiting 
agency  and  training  activity  for  the  local  churches. 

The  B.  S.  U.  is  made  up  of  students  who  are  members  of  a  local 
Baptist  church  or  who  participate  in  one  or  more  of  the  unit  activities. 
The  functions  of  the  B.  S.  U.  are  led  by  the  B.  S.  U.  Council  which  in- 
cludes general  officers  elected  annually  and  the  presidents  of  the  fol- 
lowing campus  unit  organizations: 

The  Volunteers  for  Christian  Service  is  an  organization  composed 
of  students  who  plan  to  do  full-time  religious  work  aside  from  that  of 
the  preaching  ministry.  Membership  is  open  to  all  students  who  indi- 
cate a  desire  to  join  and  a  willingness  to  live  up  to  the  motto  of  the 
group,  "that  in  all  things  Christ  might  have  pre-eminence".  Meetings 
are  held  twice  monthly. 

The  Ministerial  Association  is  composed  of  young  men  who  are 
studying  for  the  ministry.  To  be  eligible  for  membership,  the  student 
mended  by  a  Christian  church  as  a  candidate  for  the  ministry. 

Young  Women's  Auxiliary  is  open  to  all  young  women  in  the  Uni- 
versity. It  engages  in  the  study  of  the  various  phases  of  mission  wark, 
and  follows  a  program  of  personal  service.  The  Y.  W.  A.  meets  twice 
each  month  and  through  its  programs  seeks  to  enrich  the  spiritual 
life  of  its  members.

CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  WOMEN'S  STUDENT 

GOVERMENT  ASSOCIATION 

Preamble 

We,  the  Women,  dormitory  students  of  John  B.  Stetson  University, 
desiring  to  assume  individual  and  community  responsibility  in  the  life 
and  conduct  of  the  University  and  thus  to  develop  self-control  and 
maintain  the  ideals,  cultivate  the  tone,  and  preserve  the  strength  of 
this  college,  do  hereby  in  accordance  with  an  agreement  established 
between  the  faculty  and  students  organize  themselves  into  an  Associa- 
tion. 

Article  I.     Name 

This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Women's  Student  Govern- 
ment Association  of  John  B.  Stetson  University. 

Article   II.     Purpose 

The  purpose  of  this  organization  shall  be  to  establish  and  maintain 
a  system  of  government  for  the  women  students  of  John  B.   Stetson 
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University  who  reside  in  the  dormitories  in  matters  concerning  them 
and  their  student  life  and  relationships,  to  form  a  basis  for  cooperation 
between  faculty  and  students,  to  promote  interests  of  the  students  of 
the  college,  to  preserve  the  student  honor,  to  represent  them  in  their 
external  relations,  and  to  perform  such  duties  as  may  hereafter  be  as- 
sumed by  the  organization. 

Article  III.     Membership 

Section  1.  All  collegiate  women  boarding  in  the  dormitories  shall 
be  members  of  this  organization. 

Section  2.  All  dormitory  women  are  primarily  under  the  control  of 
the  Dean  of  Women. 

Article  IV.     Legislation 

The  legislation  of  the  Association  shall  be  vested  in  the  dormitory 
women  student  body  as  a  whole.  Any  proposed  amendment  or  change 
in  the  Constitution  shall  be  read  at  an  open  meeting  of  the  above 
named  body.  It  shall  then  be  postponed  one  week  before  a  vote  is 
taken.  If  the  measure  is  passed  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  it  shall  then  be 
passed  to  the  student  council  and  faculty  committee  of  John  B.  Stetson 
University. 

Article  V.    Executive 

Section  1.  The  executive  powers  of  this  Association  shall  be 
vested  in  an  executive  committee  which  shall  consist  of  the  officers  of 
the  Association  which  include  representatives  from  each  collegiate  class. 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  include  a  President,  Vice- 
president,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Representative-at-Large,  Sergeant-at- 
Arms,  and  Sophomore  Representative. 

Section  3.  A  freshman  representative  shall  be  elected  by  the  mem- 
bers of  the  freshman  class  at  the  beginning  of  the  Fall  term.  This  repre- 
sentative shall  not  sit  with  the  Council  as  a  governing  member  but  shall 
serve  as  house  president  of  the  freshman  dormitory  and  as  president 
of  the  Freshman  Group  Organization. 

Section  4.  Elections — On  the  first  Monday  in  April  the  Council 
President  shall  announce  a  nominating  committee  which  will  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  President  with  the  assistance  of  a  faculty  member.  This 
committee  will  bring  a  report  on  the  following  Monday  at  which  time 
elections  will  take  place. 

The  President  and  Vice-president  shall  be  elected  from  the  Senior 
class,  the  Secretary  and  and  the  Treasurer  from  the  Junior  Class.  The 
Representative-at-Large  shall  be  from  the  Junior  or  Senior  class.  All 
officers  must  have  a  scholarship  rating  of  at  least  "C".  The  President 
must  have  served  at  least  one  semester  as  a  member  of  Student  Coun- 
cil prior  to  her  election  to  the  Presidency. 

Any  resident  woman  elected  to  the  Executive  Council  must  have 
indicated  her  interest  prior  to  the  election  by  submitting  an  application 
to  the  senior  council  members.  This  application  form  will  be  provided 
each  year  by  the  president  of  the  council  and  every  woman  is  privileged 
to  submit  said  application.  Each  application  will  receive  equal  con- 
sideration for  nomination. 

A  special  meeting  shall  be  callett  to  fill  any  vacancy  within  one 
week  after  the  vacancy  occurs. 
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Section  5.  Installation  of  Officers — Regular  installation  shall  take 
place  in  the  presence  of  the  Association  on  the  Monday  following  the 
election. 

Irregular  installation  shall  be  held  in  the  presence  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  three  days  after  the  election. 

Article  VI.     Judicial 

The  judicial  power  shall  be  vested  in  the  Executive  Committee. 
The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  power  to  impose  penalties  after 
the  trial  of  a  case.  The  Committee  may  not  expel  a  member  from  the 
Association  but  may  recommend  expulsion  to  the  Faculty  Committee. 

Article  VII.     Faculty  Committee 
Section  1.  The  Dean  of  Women  cooperates  with  the  President  of 
Student  Council. 

Section  2.  Duties — 

a.  To  pass  upon  all  new  rules  and  regulations. 

b.  To  sanction  action   recommended  by  Executive   Committee 
on  matters  concerning  suspension. 

c.  In  the  organization  of  the  University  the  President  of  the 
University  has  power  and  right  to  use  his  discretion  to  sus- 
pend any  rule  in  the  Constitution. 

Article  VIM.     Meetings 

Section  1.  Regular  meetings  shall  be  held  the  first  Monday  in  every 
month. 

Section  2.  Mass  meetings  may  be  called  at  any  time  by  the  Presi- 
dent. 

Section  3.  Attendance  at  regular  meetings  is  compulsory. 

THE  WOMEN'S  STUDENT  GOVERNMENT  REGULATIONS 

General   Rules 

1.  All  social  privileges  shall  be  based  on  academic  classification. 

2.  Drinking  in  any  form  is  an  infraction  of  the  University  rules  and 
any  case  which  is  apprehended  is  handled  as  a  serious  offense. 

3.  Girls  maintaining  a  2.0  average  (B)  or  above  during  a  quarter 
are  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  the  class  above  their  own  class  during 
the  following  quarter.  Sophomores,  Juniors  and  Seniors,  who  are  placed 
on  academic  probation  any  quarter  receive  the  privileges  of  the  class 
below  their  own  class. 

4.  Freshman  and  Sophomores,  who  are  placed  on  the  D  list  after 
the  first  six  weeks  period  will  be  allowed  no  ten-thirty  week  night  per- 
missions and  no  Grille  privileges  for  the  remainer  of  the  quarter. 

5.  Any  Freshman  on  academic  probation  will  have  no  ten-thirty 
permissions  for  the  quarter  of  her  probation,  unless  her  name  does  not 
appear  on  the  D  List  at  the  end  of  the  six  weeks;  at  that  time  she  will 
be  given  four  ten-thirty  permissions  and  nightly  Grille  privileges. 

6.  Shorts  may  not  be  worn  anywhere  on  campus  except  in  the  dor- 
mitories and  to  and  from  athletic  activities.  Slacks  may  be  worn  on 
Saturdays. 

Rules  Regarding  Dormitories 

1.  Quiet  hours  begin  at  8:00  p.  m.  every  night  except  Friday  and 
Saturday  nights  and  nights  proceeding  holidays,  but  any  undue  noise 
on  these  nights  will  be  considered  an  offense.  This  study  hour  must 
be  observed  by  all  and  every  girl  is  expected  to  be  in  her  own  room 
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during  these  hours.    Quiet  hours  must  be  maintained  until  8:00  a.  m. 

2.  The  Council  recommends  that  all  girls  have  their  lights  out  at 
twelve  o'clock.  If  any  girl  persists  in  keeping  her  lights  on  after  twelve 
o'clock  the  Council  reserves  the  right  to  penalize  her. 

3.  Beds  are  to  be  made  and  rooms  in  order  for  inspection  not  later 
than  11:00  o'clock  each  morning. 

4.  Visiting  hours  for  men  in  the  dormitories  are  as  follows:  Sun- 
days, 12:00  noon  until  10:30  p.  m.;  weekends  and  holidays,  12:00  noon 
until  11:00  p.  in.;  other  weekends,  4:00  p.  m.  until  8:00  p.  m. 

5.  Girls  may  visit  men's  dormitories,  fraternity  houses,  or  any  liv- 
ing quarters  only  after  they  have  obtained  special  permission  from  the 
Dean  of  Women's  Office. 

6.  A  dormitory  guest  is  expected  to  observe  the  rules  under  which 
her  hostess  is  living.  All  guests  are  requested  to  sign  a  card  which  will 
be  filed  at  the  desk  of  the  hall  in  which  she  is  visiting. 

7.  Radios  are  not  to  be  played  at  any  time  so  that  they  create  a 
disturbance  or  are  annoying  to  those  who  are  trying  to  study. 

8.  Permission  to  spend  the  night  in  other  dormitories  may  be  ob- 
tained only  on  weekend  nights  (Friday  and  Saturday)  from  the  hostess 
in  her  dormitory.  Any  girl  who  obtains  this  permission  must  sign  out 
of  her  own  dormitory  and  sign  in  with  the  hostess  in  the  dormitory  in 
which  she  spends  the  night. 

9.  Girls  are  not  permitted  to  smoke  anywhere  on  campus,  including 
cars  parked  on  the  campus,  or  in  the  dormitory,  except  in  their  ov/p. 
room. 

Rules  Regarding  Signing  Out 

1.  Any  student,  who  leaves  the  dormitory  after  8:00  p.  m.,  must 
sign  herself  out  at  the  desk. 

2.  "With  the  exception  of  Seniors,  all  girls  must  obtain  permissions 
from  the  Council  office  to  be  out  of  the  dormitory  after  8:00  p.  m.,  ex- 
cept for  certain  designated  campus  activities. 

3.  Any  Senior,  Junior,  or  Sophomore,  who  has  checked  on  riding 
permission  in  the  office  of  the  Dean  of  Women,  may  leave  town  during 
the  day,  providing  she  signs  out  at  the  desk  giving  her  destination.  All 
Freshmen  will  be  responsible  for  obtaining  their  own  permissions  from 
the  dormitory  hostess. 

4.  Any  girl,  who  maintains  her  academic  record,  may  have  a  30- 
minute  Grille  permission  between  8:00  and  10:00  p.  m.  week  nights. 

Rules   Regarding   Weekend   Permissions 

1.  Each  girl  may  have  an  11:00  o'clock  permission  on  Friday  and 
Saturday  nights. 

2.  Each  girl  may  have  a  ten-thirty  o'clock  permission  on  Sunday 
nights.  All  girls  leaving  town  over  the  weekend  must  return  by  ten- 
thirty  on  Sunday  night  unless  special  permission  is  given  to  do  other- 
wise by  the  Dean  of  Women.  If  it  is  impossible  to  return  by  ten-thirty 
and  a  student  does  not  notify  the  Dean  of  Women,  or  dormitory  hostess, 
it  will  be.  considered  a  Council  offense. 

3.  Permission  for  all  overnight  absences  from  the  dormitories  must 
be  secured  from  the  Office  of  the  Dean  of  Women,  except  that  Juniors 
and  Seniors  may  go  home  on  weekends  by  signing  out  at  the  desk. 

4.  The  Dean  of  Women  will  mail  to  each  parent,  or  guardian,  a 
blanket  permission  form  to  be  filled  out  and  returned  to  her.  All  per- 
missions will  be  granted  on  this  basis. 

5.  All  girls  making  overnight  visits  from  the  dormitory,  unless  they 
are  going  home,  must  have  a  written  invitation  from  the  hostess  on 
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file  in  the  Office  of  the  Dean  of  Women. 

6.  No  permission  will  be  granted  for  girls  to  stay  overnight  in  town. 

7.  For  each  night  over  the  alloted  number  of  weekend  permissions 
a  ten-thirty  permission  will  be  taken  away. 

Privileges  Granted  Each  Quarter 
According  To  Class  Standing 

I.  Freshmen: 

1.  Each  Freshman  may  have  four  off-campus  weekend  permissions 
each  quarter. 

2.  Freshmen  who  leave  town  at  any  time  must  have  permission 
from  the  dormitory  hostess. 

3.  Each  Freshman  may  have  eight  off-campus  ten-thirty  o'clock 
permissions  per  quarter.  All  other  nights  she  must  be  in  the  dormi- 
tory by  S:00  p.  m.  unless  she  has  obtained  a  special  permission  from 
the  Student  Council  Office. 

4.  Each  Freshman  may  have  six  special  12:00  o'clock  weekend  per- 
missions per  quarter. 

II.  Sophomores 

1.  Each  Sophomore  may  have  six  off-campus  weekend  permissions 
per  quarter. 

2.  Each  Sophomore  may  have  sixteen  off-campus  ten-thirty  o'clock 
permissions  per  quarter. 

3.  All  other  week  nights  Sophomores  must  be  in  the  dormitory  by 
8:00  p.  m. 

4.  Each  Sophomore  may  have  twelve  special  12:00  o'clock  week- 
end permissions  per  quarter. 

III.  Juniors 

1.  Each  Junior  may  have  twenty-four  off-campus  ten-thirty  o'clock 
permissions  per  quarter. 

2.  Each  Junior  may  have  12:00  o'clock  permissions  on  Friday  and 

Saturday  nights. 

IV.  Seniors 

1.  Each  Senior  may  have  an  unlimited  number  of  off-campus  week 
night  ten-thirty  o'clock  permissions. 

2.  Each  Senior  may  have  12:00  o'clock  permissions  Friday  and 
Saturday  nights.

This  organiza- 
tion sponsors  camping  and  outing  trips,  special  camp  speakers,  forums, 
and  the  camp  counselors'  institute.  One  of  its  purposes  is  to  place 
students  in  camps  as  counselors.  Officers  are  to  be  chosen  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year.  Bill  Bennett  and  Mary  Jaudon  will  be  tempo- 
rary organizers. 

Sports  Clubs 

The  following  clubs  will  be  formed  within  the  W.  R.  A.  All  stu- 
dents interested  in  these  activities  attend  the  first  meeting  of  the  W. 
R.  A.  and  enroll  in  the  club  of  your  particular  interest.  These  clubs 
will  function  as  an  organized  group,  will  select  their  own  leaders, 
and  will  schedule  their  time  of  meeting.     Each  club  will  sponsor  a 
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campus  wide  tournament.     No  dues  are  required.     Each  club  wil  be 
financed  by  the  W.  R.  A.

Alpha  Dexioma 
The  Alpha  Chapter  of  Dexioma  was  established  at  Stetson  in 
May,  1940.  The  purpose  of  the  organization  is  to  promote  democratic 
friendship  and  understanding  among  its  members  and  to  broaden  the 
social,  political,  athletic  and  religious  life  of  its  members.  All  women 
in  Stetson  University  who  are  not  associated  with  a  national  social 
organization  may  become  members. 

SORORITIES 

Alpha  XI  Delta.  Omega  Chapter  was  established  in  Stetson  in 
1917. 

Delta  Delta  Delta.  Alpha  Delta  Chapter  was  established  in  1913. 
For  several  years  previously  it  existed   as   a  local. 

Pi  Beta  Phi.  Florida  Alpha  Chapter  was  established  in  1913, 
having  existed  as  a  local  for  several  years  previous  to  that  time. 

Zeta  Tau  Alpha.  Beta  Psi  Chapter  was  established  in  1934,  after 
having  existed  for  several  years  as  a  local. 

Membership 

Approximately  one-half  of  the  co-eds  do  not  belong  to  sororities. 
For  various  reasons  these  girls  either  may  be  unable  to  join  a  sorority 
or  may  not  wish  to  become  affiliated  with  any  such  group.  In  any 
case,  a  girl  is  judged  by  what  she  is  as  a  person  and  not  by  any  or- 
ganization to  which  she  belongs. 

1.  Sorority  Chapters — A  chapter  is  a  group  of  college  women,  who 
have  elected  to  establish  a  close  affiliation  with  one  another  for  four 
years  as  college  students,  and  thereafter  as  college  and  sorority  alum- 
nae. The  chapters  are  largely  self-governing.  They  maintain  high 
ideals  in  scholarship  and  in  social  custom. 

2.  Rushing — At  the  beginning  of  each  school  year,  the  sorority 
chapters  on  the  campus  have  a  period  known  as  deferred  rushing  fol- 
lowed by  a  short  period  of  formal  rushing.  Deferred  rushing  gives 
girls  who  are  interested  in  pledging  to  a  sorority  an  opportunity  to  be- 
come acquainted  with  the  fraternity  women  on  the  campus  and  to  know 
something  of  their  organizations.  During  formal  rushing  each  fraternity 
entertains  rushees  at  a  series  of  parties. 

Alumnae  members  of  each  fraternity  send  recommendations  to  their 
chapters  for  sisters,  relatives  or  friends  entering  college  whom  they 
think  would  be  adaptable  to  these  chapters.  During  formal  rushing 
these  recommended  persons  largely  make  up  the  group  of  rushees.  In- 
formal rushing  is  carried  on  during  the  remainder  of  the  college  year 
during  which  time  each  fraternity  is  permitted  to  invite  rushees  to  the 
chapter  room,  to  be  guests  at  parties,  etc.  This  latter  type  of  rushing 
is  done  to  select  new  members  from  acquaintances  made  through  cam- 
pus contacts  and  new  friendships  as  contrasted  with  contacts  made 
through  recommendations  of  alumnae  and  friends. 

Careful  thought  should  be  exercised  before  a  girl  accepts  a  bid, 
for  pledging  means  choosing  friends  for  her  entire  active  and  alumnae 
fraternity  life.     She  should  not  plan  to  pledge  to  a  fraternity  unless 
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she  intends  ultimately  to  become  a  college  graduate,  nor  should  she 
accept  the  expense  of  membersip  (which  is  not  exhorbitant)  until  she 
thoroughly  understands  the  amount  involved  and  her  ability  to  meet  it. 
Women  who  have  worfc  scholarships  granted  by  the  University  may  be 
rushed  by  sororities,  but  they  cannot  accept  bids  while  on  work  scholar- 
ships. 

All  groups  are  worthy  of  membership,  and  rushees  are  urged  to 
make  decisions  independently,  and  on  the  basis  of  congeniality. 

It  is  beneath  the  standards  of  fraternity  women  to  speak  disparag- 
ingly of  any  chapter  or  any  fraternity.  A  member  of  one  organization 
who  so  far  forgets  herself  as  to  criticize  any  member  of  another  group, 
or  the  group  as  a  whole,  will  discredit  herself  in  the  eyes  of  all  fra- 
ternity women  and  rushees. 

It  is  beneath  the  standards  of  fraternity  women  to  allow  any  il- 
legal methods  in  rushing.  A  fraternity  member  may  give  information 
on  the  history,  standards,  finances,  and  program  of  her  fraternity. 

3.  Pan-Hellenic — Pan-Hellenic  is  an  organization  composed  of  two 
delegates  from  each  sorority  on  the  campus.  There  is  the  closest  co- 
operation in  Pan-Hellenic  on  such  matters  as  the  maintenance  of  uni- 
versity and  fraternity  standards,  scholarship  supervision,  social  affairs, 
etc.  Rushing  is  also  regulated  and  governed  by  the  college  Pan-Hel- 
lenic. The  main  purpose  of  a  college  Pan-Hellenic  is  to  provide  a 
medium  through  which  fraternity  women  may  work  together,  may  co- 
operate, to  unify  the  interests  of  women  students. 

Informal  Rushing 
September  21  to  October  3 

1.  No  sorority  girl  shall  wear  her  pin  from  the  time  she  arrives  at 
school  until  October  3. 

2.  No  tables  shall  be  pulled  together  at  the  Commons  when  rushees 
are  at  the  table. 

3.  No  sorority  girl  shall  be  with  rushees  outside  the  city  limits 
except  by  special  permission,  and  they  shall  not  be  together  in  a  car 
at  any  time.  This  rule  does  not  apply  to  advisers  and  their  own  ad- 
visees. 

4.  No  money  is  to  be  spent  by  fraternity  girls  or  rushees  on  each 
other. 

5.  There  shall  be  no  correspondence,  phone  calls,  or  notes  sent  to 
rushees  by  sorority  girls,  or  vice  versa.  This  rule  does  not  pertain  to 
freshmen  advisers  and  their  own  advisees.  (This  rule  is  to  apply  also 
during  the  period  of  formal  rushing.) 

6.  Rushees  shall  not  be  taken  to  the  fraternity  rooms  at  any  time 
before  the  rush  parties. 

7.  There  shall  be  no  promising  for  bids  or  "hot-boxing"  at  any  time 
during  the  year.  Violations  of  this  rule  by  chapters  or  rushees  shall 
result  in  severe  penalty  at  any  time  during  the  year. 

8.  No  sorority  girl  shall  get  a  date  for  rushee  or  vice  versa — nor 
shall  there  be  any  social  double  dating. 

9.  There  shall  be  no  singing  of  fraternity  songs  when  rushees  are 
present. 

10.  In  the  event  that  a  sorority  girl  and  a  rushee  are  roommates, 
they  shall  be  on  their  honor  to  discuss  nothing  concerning  sororities. 

11.  There  shall  be  a.  Pan-Hellenic  Reception  for  all  girls  on  Sunday, 
October  3. 

12.  There  shall  be  no  talking  between  sorority  girls  and  rushees 
from  October  3  to  15,  other  than  at  rush  parties.     Advisers  may  talk 
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with  their  own  advisees  at  the  advisee's  request.  This  may  take  place 
only  on  the  campus  or  in  the  adviser's  room  when  no  one  else  is 
present. 

13.  No  sorority  girl  may  go  inside  Chaudoin  Hall  from  October  3 
until  October  15,  except  to  issue  invitations. 

14.  Any  girl  breaking  these  rules  may  be  reported  by  any  one  and 
will  be  subject  to  penalty  decided  upon  by  the  Pan-Hellenic  Council. 

15.  A  formal  reply  must  be  made  to  all  invitations  on  which  R.  S. 
V.  P.  is  written. 

Formal  Rushing 
October  3  to  October  15 

1.  On  Tuesday,  October  5,  each  sorority  shall  have  open  house  for 
all  new  girls.  Each  girl  shall  not  stay  longer  than  30  minutes  in  one 
room. 

2.  From  Wednesday,  October  6,  until  Saturday,  October  9,  each 
sorority  shall  have  an  informal  party  from  5  p.  m.  until  7  p.  m.  Each 
girl  who  attends  will  pay  for  her  own  refreshments. 

Informal  parties  are  to  be  in  the  following  order: 

Pi  Beta  Phi  Wednesday,  October  6 

Zeta  Tau  Alpha Thursday,  October  7 

Delta  Delta  Delta Friday,  October  8 

Alpha  Xi  Delta Saturday,  October  9 

3.  During  the  formal  rushing  period — October  3  to  October  15 — fra- 
ternity members  shall  not  be  with  rushees  at  any  time  except  during 
parties  given  by  their  group. 

4.  Tuesday,  October  12,  through  Friday,  October  15 — from  5  p.  m. 
to  9  p.  m. — each  fraternity  shall  have  its  formal  rush  party,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Pan-Hellenic  Council.  They  shall  be  in  the  follow- 
ing order: 

Alpha  Xi  Delta Tuesday,  October  12 

Pi  Beta  Phi Wednesday,  October  13 

Zeta  Tau  Alpha Thursday,  October  14 

Delta  Delta  Delta  Friday,  October  15 

5.  Friday  night,  October  15,  bids  shall  be  issued  by  Pan-Hellenic 
Council  inviting  those  receiving  them  to  be  present  at  the  office  in 
Chaudoin  Hall  Saturday  morning,  October  16,  at  9  a.  m.  to  indicate 
their  fraternity  preferences. 

6.  Each  girl  who  made  a  statement  of  her  preference  under  the 
above  rules  must  remain  out  of  her  room  and  dormitory  between  11:00 
and  11:30  a.  m.,  Saturday  morning,  October  16.  At  this  time  invita- 
tions to  membership,  based  upon  selection  by  the  fraternity  and  the 
rushees's  preference,  will  be  placed  in  the  dormitory  rooms.  After  the 
rushee  has  returned  to  her  room  at  11:30  and  received  her  invitation, 
she  should  proceed  to  the  fraternity  room  indicated  above. 

General  Rushing  Rules 

1.  Alumnae,  patronesses,  and  pledges  shall  be  governed  by  all  the 
rules  of  rushing.  At  no  time  during  rushing  shall  there  be  any  alumnae 
or  patronesses  in  Chaudoin  Hall.  (Each  fraternity  shall  inform  alumnae 
of  this  rule.)  The  total  number  of  alumnae  and  patronesses  attending 
parties  shall  not  exceed  10. 

2.  No  girl  shall  be  asked  to  join  a  fraternity  until  she  herself  has 
matriculated  in  the  University  as  a  regular  student  and  is  carrying  at 
least  2.5  majors  of  work. 

3.  No  chapter  shall  initiate  any  pledge  until  she  has  a  scholastic 
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average  of  C  in  2.5  majors  of  work.     No  chapter  shall  repledge  a  girl 
until  she  has  made  a  C  average  in  2  majors  of  work. 

4.  No  chapter  shall  initiate  a  pledge  until  she  has  been  enrolled 
in  the  University  for  at.  least  one  full  Quarter. 

5.  No  chapter  shall  pledge  a  transfer  unless  she  has  a  C  average 
in  the  last  grades  issued  for  a  full  quarter  or  semester's  work  from  the 
transfer  school. 

6.  No  chapter  shall  pledge  a.  beginning  freshman  who  does  not 
have  a  C  average  in  her  four  years  of  high  school  work. 

7.  An  initiate  must  be  enrolled  in  the  University  at  the  time  of 
her  initiation. 

8.  No  girl  who  has  broken  her  pledge  to  one  fraternity,  whose 
pledge  has  been  automatically  broken  by  transferring  to  another  uni- 
versity, or  who  has  had  her  pledge  pin  "lifted"  shall  be  asked  to  join 
another  fraternity  for  one  calendar  year  after  the  date  her  pledge  is 
broken.    All  broken  pledges  shall  be  notified  to  Pan-Hellenic. 

9.  Any  girl  pledging  to  a  fraternity,  but  leaving  college  before  she 
is  initiated,  shall  be  considered  released  from  her  pledge  at  the  expira- 
tion of  one  year's  absence  from  the  college. 

10.  After  a  girl's  pledge  has  expired,  she  is  eligible  to  join  any 
other  fraternity. 

11.  Girls  on  work  scholarship  may  be  given  a  courtesy  rush  during 
any  rush  season. 

12.  Permission  must  be  granted  by  Pan-Hellenic  representatives  of 
each  fraternity  to  pledge  or  initiate  any  girls. 

13.  The  quota  for  each  fraternity  shall  be  forty-five,  except  that 
any  group  may  bid  at  least  fifteen  at  the  formal  rush  season. 

14.  Any  fraternity  or  fraternity  member  and  any  rushee  who  shall 
make  an  agreement  regarding  invitation  to  membership  prior  to  the  ap- 
pointed pledge  day  shall  be  dealt  with  at  the  discretion  of  the  Pan- 
Hellenic  Council. 

15.  All  the  expenses  for  a  rush  party  with  the  exception  of  the 
active's  and  alumnae's  meal  shall  be  included  in  the  $2.00  maximum  tc 
be  spent  per  rushee. 

16.  During  orientation  week  the  Pan-Hellenic  Council  shall  call  a 
meeting  of  all  new  women  and  explain  rushing  and  fraternity  life. 
There  shall  also  be  a  meeting  of  all  University  women  to  discuss  rush- 
ing rules. 

17.  All  fraternity  members  and  rushees  (in  case  of  violation  oi 
these  rules)  shall  be  subject  to  a  system  of  graduated  penalties  as  de« 
cided  upon  by  Pan-Hellenic  Council. 

REGULATIONS  FOR  MEN 

We  assume  that  all  Stetson  men  are  gentlemen  unless  and  until 
their  conduct  indicates  otherwise.  In  conformity  with  the  Christian 
principles  for  which  this  institution  stands,  we  have  adopted  certain 
regulations  governing  men's  conduct.  It  should  be  clearly  understood 
by  all  men  students  that  at  whatever  time  their  conduct  reflects  dis- 
credit upon  the  institution,  they  are  liable  to  suspension.  The  Univer- 
sity can  and  will  expel  any  man  whose  conduct  it  deems  unsuited  to 
the  institution. 

Your  attention  is  directed  particularly  to  the  following  regulations: 

1.  The  purchase,  possession,  or  use  of  alcoholic  beverages  is  strict- 
ly forbidden. 

2.  There  shall  be  no  gambling  on  the  University  campus. 

3.  Smoking  is  not  allowed  in  the  Administration  Building,  in  the 
clagsroom  buildings,  in  the  Library,  or  in  the  Commons. 
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4.  Any  student  guilty  of  disobedience  of  or  discourtesy  to  any  mem- 
ber of  the  faculty  or  administrative  staff  will  be  disciplined  immedi- 
ately. 

Since  women  students  must  be  in  their  dormitories  at  definite  and 
regular  hours,  all  men  students  are  hereby  instructed  to  observe  these 
hours  and  not  to  loiter  around  or  near  the  women's  dormitories  after 
closing  hours.  There  is  absolutely  no  acceptable  excuse  for  such  loiter- 
ing, and  any  student  who  does  it  will  be  immediately  suspended  from 
the  University. 

6.  It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  student  to  see  that  his  correct  ad- 
dress is  on  file  with  the  Dean  of  Men.  Any  man  who  changes  his 
place  of  residence  during  the  quarter  is  under  obligation  to  notify  the 
Dean  of  Men.  Failure  to  give  such  notice  will  be  construed  as  an  act 
of  non-cooperation,  and  an  explanation  will  be  required  of  the  student. 
A  second  offense  of  this  nature  makes  the  individual  liable  to  suspen- 
sion. 

7.  Firearms — Any  student  who  owns  a  pistol  or  gun  will  register  it 
With  the  Dean  of  Men. 

8.  Automobiles — All  men  students  who  have  cars  and  who  will  keep 
them  in  DeLand  must  register  their  cars  at  the  office  of  the  Dean  of 
Men. 

8.  Men  Living  Off  Campus — Men  living  off  Campus  at  the  Air  Base, 
or  elsewhere,  are  on  their  honor  to  abide  by  the  same  regulations  as 
on  the  campus.    These  regulations  are  stated  above. 

The  University  reserves  the  right  to  send  the  Dean  of  Men  or  any 
any  other  official  of  the  University  into  student  apartments,  rooms,  or 
other  other  dwellings  for  periodic  inspection;  students  who  are  un- 
willing to  cooperate  in  this  matter  will  be  asked  to  withdraw  from  the 
University, 

HOUSING  RULES  FOR  MEN 

All  Freshmen  and  new  men  will  live  in  University  dormitories. 
Other  students  will  live  only  in  University-approved  housing  facilities. 

FRATERNITIES 

Pi  Kappa  Phi  was  founded  at  the  College  of  Charleston,  Charles- 
ton, South  Carolina,  on  December  10,  1904.  The  badge  is  a  diamond 
shaped  emblem  bearing  a  scroll  with  the  Greek  capitals  "Pi  Kappa  Phi" 
across  the  shorter  diagonal,  with  a  five-pointed  gold  star  upon  a  black 
field  above  the  scroll,  and  the  figure  of  a  student's  lamp  in  gold  below 
the  scroll.  The  pledge  button  is  of  white  enamel,  of  the  same  shape  as 
the  badge,  with  gold  edges  and  a  gold  scroll  across  the  shorter  diagonal. 
The  colors  are  gold  and  white.  The  flower  is  the  red  rose.  Chi  chap- 
ter, which  had  existed  as  the  local  fraternity,  Phi  Beta  Phi,  for  10  years, 
was  installed  at  Stetson  in  1921.    Archon  James  Duffett. 

Sigma  Nu  was  formed  at  Virginia  Military  Institute  on  January  1, 
1869.  At  present  it  has  active  chapters  in  99  colleges  and  universities 
and  has  initiated  over  45,000  members.  The  badge  is  of  gold,  with  five 
white  arms  meeting  in  a  center  of  black  enamel,  on  which  is  coiled 
a  golden  serpent;  each  arm  displays  a  pair  of  crossed  swords  and  a 
letter  forming  the  sequence,  "Sigma  Nu  Epsilon  Tau  Tau".  The  badge 
button  is  a  reproduction  of  the  center  of  the  active  badge.  The  colors 
are  gold,  black  and  white,  and  the  fraternity  flower  is  the  white  rose. 
Delta  Mu  chapter  existed  on  the  Stetson  campus  as  a  local  fraternity 
for  several  years  before  it  received  its  charter  in  1913.  It  has  operated 
continually  since   that  time   with  the   exception   of   2y2   years   during 
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World  War  II.  The  chapter  was  reactivated  early  in  1946  and  Is  hack 
od  its  prewar  basis.    Frederick  Karl,  Commander. 

Delta   Sigma   Phi   whs   founded   at.  the   College  of  the   City  of  New 

York  on  December  10,  1899.  The  badge  is  diamond-shaped,  displaying 
the  Greek  letters  "Delta  Sigma  Phi"  in  gold  along  its  short  diagonal. 
The  background  of  the  pin  is  black,  with  a  white  circle  circumscribing 
a  raised  green  pyramid  at  the  upper  apex,  and  a  sphinx  in  gold  at  the 
lower.  The  pledge  pin  is  a  green  pyramid  in  a  circle  of  white.  The 
colors  are  Nile  green  and  white;  the  flower  is  the  white  carnation.  Al- 
pha Chi  chapter  was  installed  in  1925  and  was  an  outgrowth  of  the  old- 
est local  fraternity  on  the  campus,  Phi  Kappa  Delta,  organized  in  1898. 
Since  its  installation  Alpha  Chi  chapter  has  operated  continuously  even 
during  the  trying  years  of  war.  The  president  is  Joe  Peel. 

Lambda  Chi  Alpha  was  founded  November  2,  1909,  at  Boston  Col- 
lege, by  three  law  students.  The  badge  is  a  pearl-set  crescent  with 
horns  turned  toward  the  left,  and  enclosing  a  monogram  of  the  Greek 
letters  "AXA".  The  center  of  the  crescent  bears  the  Greek  letter 
"All"  in  gold  on  black  enamel.  The  pledge  button  is  a  Gothic  arch, 
superimposed  upon  a  cluster  of  five  triangles.  The  colors  are  purple, 
green  and  gold.  The  flower  is  the  white  rose.  Sigma  Omega,  a  local 
fraternity  at  Stetson  since  1947,  became  Sigma  Omega  Colony  of  Lamb- 
da Chi  Alpha  on  May  1,  194S.  High  Alpha  is  John  Richard  Warren. 
Faculty  adviser  is  Professor  Elmer  C.  Prichard. 

Chi  Mu,  a  local  social  fraternity,  was  organized  in  January  1948,  for 
the  purpose  of  promoting  brotherhood,  and  to  broaden  the  religious, 
social,  political,  and  athletic  life  of  its  members.  The  badge  is  a 
shield-shaped  emblem  with  a  sword  extending  diagonally  through  the 
center  on  a  black  background.  The  pledge  button  is  a  gold  sword.  The 
Florida  Alpha  Chapter  of  Chi  Mu  was  recognized  by  the  Inter-Fraternity 
Council  and  the  Administration  in  February  1948.  President  is  Paul 
Curtis. 

Eligibility  For  Pledging  A  Fraternity 

A  student  is  not  eligible  for  pledging  and  cannot  be  pledged  if: 

1.  He  holds  a  work  scholarship. 

2.  He  carries  less  than  a  normal  academic  schedule  (3  majors). 

3.  He  owes  a  financial  obligation  to  the  University,  to  local  mer- 
chants, or  to  others  in  the  community. 

4.  He  made  a  scholastic  average  below  C  in  the  institution  last 
attended. 

5.  He  has  any  academic  deficiencies  (that  is,  if  he  is  on  probation, 
is  on  the  D  list,  or  is  carrying  less  than  a  full  schedule). 

6.  He  is  not  a  full-time,  regularly  enrolled  student. 

7.  He  has  not  been  in  attendance  at  Stetson  for  at  least  four  weeks. 

8.  His  name  has  not  been  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  Dean 
of  Men.  Each  fraternity  shall  submit  to  the  Dean  of  Men  a  list  of 
prospective  pledges,  who  will  then  certify  as  to  their  eligibility  for 
pledging.  The  list  shall  be  presented  to  the  Dean  of  Men  at  least  two 
days  before  the  day  of  pledging.  All  fraternity  men  will  please  note 
that  the  list  shall  be  typed,  or  printed,  in  alphabetical  order,  using  the 
full  name  of  the  individual. 

Rush  or  Pledge  Parties 

These  events  must  be  scheduled  in  advance  with  the  Dean  of  Men 
and  approved  by  him.

Rules   For   Rushing 

Rules  for  rushing  in  1948-1949  will  be  adopted  by  the  Inter-fraternity 
Council  in  consultation  with  the  Dean  of  Men, 

Active  Membership 

A  student  cannot  be  pledged  and  initiated  on  the  same  set  of  scho- 
lastic grades;  for  example,  if  he  is  eligible  for  pledging  at  mid-quarter 
and  becomes  a  pledge  on  the  basis  of  his  standing  at  that  time,  he 
cannot  also  be  initiated  on  the  strength  of  those  same  midrquarter 
grades;  he  must  wait  until  the  next  quarter's  grades  have  been  posted. 

No  transfer  student  may  become  active  unless  he  made  a  C  aver- 
age in  the  institution  last  attended  or  made  the  minimum  grade  re- 
quired for  graduation  in  that  institution. 

NEW  ORGANIZATIONS 

No  new  organization  shall  be  started  by  any  individual  or  group 
without  the  advance  knowledge  and  approval  by  the  Dean  of  Women, 
the  Dean  of  Men,  and  other  administrative  officers. 

This  regulation  is  necessary  in  order  to  control  the  rapidly  in- 
creasing number  of  organizations  and  to  prevent  useless  overlapping 
and  duplication  of  function.

CONSTITUTION   OF  THE  STUDENT  ASSOCIATION 

OF  JOHN  B.  STETSON  UNIVERSITY 

NOTE:  This  Constitution  has  been  drafted  and  approved  by  Student 
Association  committees  and  will  be  placed  before  members  of  the  As- 
sociation for  ratification.  Until  that  time  the  Constitution  appearing 
in  the  1947-48  handbook  is  in  effect. 

Preamble 

Exerting  the  gift  of  Freedom,  bestowed  by  God  and  insured  and 
established  in  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  We,  the  students 
of  John  B.  Stetson  University,  in  order  to  afford  just  representation  in 
the  interest  of  the  Student  Body,  to  centrally  govern  and  coordinate 
the  various  student  organizations,  and  to  cooperate  with  the  University 
authorities  for  the  benefit  of  all,  do  establish  this  Constitution  for  the 
Student  Association  of  John  B.  Stetson  University. 

Article  1.     Name 

Section  1.  The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  the  Student 
Association  of  John  B.  Stetson  University. 

Section  2.  A  quorum  of  the  Association  shall  be  250  of  its  total 
membership. 
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Article   I!.     Membership 

Section  1.  Every  undergraduate  and  graduate  student  in  the  Uni- 
versity who  pays  a  matriculation  fee  shall  automatically  become  a 
member  of  the  Association  and  be  subject  to  its  rules  and  regulations. 

Article  III.     Officers 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  President,  Vice-President,  Social  Vice- 
President,  Treasurer  and  Secretary  of  the  Association,  to  be  elected 
from  the  Student  Body  at  large  for  a  term  of  one  year. 

Section  2.  Candidates  for  all  Student  Association  offices  shall  have 
a  scholastic  average  of  "C"  for  the  three  consecutive  quarters  preced- 
ing elections.  A  candidate's  scholastic  average  shall  be  determined  by 
the  Registrar. 

Section  3.  Qualifications  for  President  and  Vice-President.  Candi- 
dates shall  be  members  of  the  incoming  Senior  Class  eligible  for  gra- 
duation by  August  and  not  sooner  than  May  and  shall  be  in  residence 
at  this  University  for  a  period  of  three  consecutive  quarters  including 
the  quarter  in  which  he  is  a  candidate  prior  to  the  date  of  the  general 
election.    The  President  shall  not  hold  any  other  office. 

Section  4.  Qualifications  for  the  Social  Vice-President,  Treasurer, 
and  Secretary.  A  candidate  shall  be  a  member  of  either  the  incoming 
Junior  or  Senior  Class  and  shall  be  in  residence  for  a  period  of  three 
consecutive  quarters  at  the  University,  including  quarter  in  which  he 
becomes  a  candidate. 

Article    IV.      Duties  of   Officers 

Section  1.  Duties  of  the  President.  The  President  shall  be  Chair- 
man of  the  Executive  Committee,  shall  have  power  to  appoint  all  com- 
mittees, shall  call  regular  and  special  meetings  of  the  Association  and 
Executive  Committee,  shall  preside  over  these  meetings. 

Section  2.  Duties  of  the  Vice-President.  The  Vice-President  shall 
fill  the  office  of  President  when  that  office  shall  be  temporarily  vacant. 

Section  3.  Duties  of  the  Social  Vice-President.  To  promote,  or- 
ganize and  direct  all  Student  Association  functions  directly  social. 
Shall  succeed  the  Vice-President  and  President  in  that  order,  in  case 
of  temporary  vacancies. 

Section  4.  Duties  of  the  Treasurer.  The  Treasurer  shall  handle  all 
moneys  that  shall  come  into  the  treasury  of  the  Association,  and  keep 
an  accurate  reoord  thereof,  shall  turn  over  to  the  incoming  Treasurer 
all  moneys  on  hand  together  with  detailed  and  itemized  report  of  his 
term  of  office  which  shall  be  published  in  the  Stetson  Reporter,  shall 
disburse  all  sums  over  fifty  dollars  only  upon  a  majority  vote  of  the 
Student  Association.  Disbursements  shall  be  by  vouchers  signed  by 
the  Treasurer  and  countersigned  by  the  Association  President  and  the 
President  of  the  University.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  Chairman  of  the 
Budget  Committee. 

Section  5.  Duties  of  the  Secretary.  The  Secretary  of  the  Student 
Association  shall  be  Secretary  of  the  Executive  Comittee  and  as  such 
shall  notify  members  of  special  meetings,  ascertain  the  presence  of  a 
quorum  at  each  meeting,  and  keep  a  journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  causing  same  to  be  published  from  time  to  time  in 
the  Stetson  Reporter,  and  within  three  days  alter  each  session  to  be 
posted  on  the  student  Bulletin  Board.  At  the  request  of  any  member 
present  shall  enter  the  yeas  and  nays  OL'  the  members  on  any  question. 
Shall  not  vote  in  the  deliberations  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  the 
extent  of  debating,  making  and  seconding  motions. 
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Article  V.     Major  Committees  and   Powers 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  composed  of  the 
following:  Officers  of  the  Student  Association  named  in  Article  Tjji, 
Presidents  of  the  Colleges  of  Law  and  Liberal  Arts  and  School  of 
Business  and  Music  and  President  of  each  class  of  liberal  arts  school. 
Powers  of  Committee  are: 

(a).  Shall  judge  all  financial  matters  after  approval  by  the  Budget 

Committee,  subject  to  vote, 
(b).  Shall  appoint  the  following  known   as   Standing  Committees 
as  recommended  by  the  Association  President: 

1.  Publicity  Committee.  It  shall  promote  an  interest  in  Stu- 
dent Association  meetings,  shall  notify  the  Student  Body 
of  special  and  regular  meetings,  and  promote  any  issue  for 
the  general  welfare  of  the  Student  Body. 

2.  Orientation  Committee.  It  shall  organize,  promote,  and 
direct   the   Freshman   Orientation   Week. 

3.  Extra-Curricular  Activities  Committee.  It  shall  inspect, 
recommend  the  revocation  or  the  issue  of  organizational 
charters  to  the  Executive  Committee,  shall  report  viola- 
tions of  organizational  rules  to  the  Executive  Committee 
shall  keep  a  record  of  foregoing,  and  shall  direct  all  other 
extra-curricular   activities   of   the   Association. 

4.  Rules  and  Procedure  Committee  shall  provide  regulations 
for  elections,  shall  interpret  the  Constitution  of  the  Student 
Association,  and  shall  call  special  elections. 

Section  2.  There  shall  be  a  Budget  Committee.  It  shall  be  com- 
posed of  the  Association  President  and  Treasurer  and  other  members 
of  the  Executive  Committee. 

1.  The  Treasurer  shall  act  as  Chairman. 

2.  The  committee  shall  judge  all  financial  matters  and  all  requests 
for  such  shall  be  surveyed  by  the  Budget  Committee  who  shall 
give  a  written  report  on  such  to  the  Student  Association. 

Article  VI.     Committees 

Section  1.  Each  committee  shall  consist  of  a  chairman  and  not 
less  than  four  members  representing  each  college  and  school. 

Section  2.  The  rules,  regulations  and  by-laws  of  the  committees 
shall  have  the  force  and  effect  of  by-laws  of  the  Student  Association 
after  submitted  and  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee,  and  shall 
be  reported  and  recorded. 

Section  3.  Meetings  shall  be  called  by  the  Chairman.  A  commit- 
tee member  may  be  dismissed  after  two  unexcused  absences  from 
committee  meetings  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  4.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  5.  Each  committee  shall  work  in  cooperation  with  the 
corresponding  Faculty  Committee. 

Article   VII.      Meetings 

Section  1.  Regular  meetings  of  the  Association  shall  be  called  by 
the  President  monthly  at  a  place  and  hour  to  be  designated. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  shall  be  called  by  the  President  as 
deemed  necessary  or  by  written  petition  of  fifty  members  of  the  As- 
sociation. This  petition  shall  state  the  purpose  of  the  special  meet- 
ing.   Any  matter  of  major  policy  not  stated  in  this. purpose  shall  au- 
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tomatically  be  tabled  for  one  week. 

Section  3.  Notice  of  regular  meetings  shall  be  posted  in  conspicu- 
ous place  two  days  in  advance  (one  day  for  special  meeting)  and  an- 
nounced in  chapel.  This  applies  to  Association,  College,  School  and 
class  meetings. 

Section  4.  Meetings  will  be  called  by  the  respective  Presidents 
and   parliamentary  procedure  will   be  followed. 

Article  VIII.     Elections 

Section  1.  A  general  election  shall  be  held  on  the  last  Tuesday  of 
April  from  10:20  A.  M.  to  5:00  P.  M.  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Committee  on  Rules  and  Procedure  and  the  following  officers  shall 
be  elected:  President,  Vice-President,  Social  Vice-President,  Treasurer, 
and  Secretary  of  the  Association.  Rules  shall  be  published  prior  to 
the  election. 

Section  2.  College,  School  and  Class  election  shall  be  held  on  the 
second  Tuesday  of  October;  shall  be  regulated  by  the  Committee  on 
Rules  and  Procedure.  Officers  to  be  elected  are  President,  Vice- 
President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  respective  classes. 

Section  3.  A  candidate  in  any  election  must  receive  a  majority  of 
the  votes  cast.  If  no  majority  is  received  on  tha  first  ballot,  the  two 
candidates  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  voted  upon 
again. 

Section  4.  Inauguration  of  all  officers  shall  take  place  at  the  next 
regular  meeting  following  the  election  of  such  officers. 

Section  5.  Election  shall  be  by  secret  ballot  on  electing  Associa- 
tion officers. 

Section  6.  To  be  considered  a  member  of  a  class  a  student  must 
be  eligible  for  graduation  from  that  class  by  August  of  the  following 
year. 

Article   IX.     Amendments 

Section  1.  Amendments  may  be  proposed  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee or  by  fifty  Association  members  on  petition. 

Section  2.  Vote  on  amendments  shall  be  by  secret  ballot  and  regu- 
lated by  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Procedure. 

Section  S.  A  three-fourths  majority  of  the  student  body  voting 
is  necessary  for  adoption  of  an  amendment.  No  amendment  shall  be 
retroactive  in  effect. 

Section  4.  An  amendment  must  be  presented  and  thoroughly  ex- 
plained at  least  two  meetings  preceding  the  time  of  voting  at  which 
the  Student  Body  shall  vote  on  it. 

Article  X.     Vacancies 

Section  1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  the  power  to  de- 
clare committee  offices  vacant  within  two  weeks  after  vacancy  oc- 
curs. 

Section  2.  All  vacancies  that  may  occur  in  any  of  the  elective  of- 
fices provided  for  by  this  Constitution  shall  be  filled  by  special  elec- 
tion called  by  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Procedure  within  ten  days 
after  the  vacancy  occurs. 

Article  XI.     Organizations 

Section  I.  No  organization  shall  exist  a^  such  on  this  campus  un- 
til  it  has  been  first  inspected  for  charter  by  the  Extra-Curricular  Ac- 


tivvitles  Committee  and  approved  by  vote  of  the  majority  present  of 
the  Student  Association. 

Section  2.  All  organizations  existing  on  the  campus  at  the  adop- 
tion of  this  Constitution  shall  be  issued  charters  provided  they  meet 
the  standards  recommended  in  Article  XI,  Section  1. 

Section  3.  The  Executive  Committee,  with  a  three-fourth's  ma- 
jority vote  of  the  Student  Association,  shall  have  the  power  to  revoke 
an  organization  charter. 

Section  4.  Organization  must  be  composed  of  ten  members  of  Stet- 
son student  body. 

Article  XII.     Interpretation 

Section  1.  The  Committee  on  Rules  and  Procedure  shall  have  the 
power  to  interpret  and  construe  this  Constitution,  subject  to  appeal 
and  review  by  the  law  school  honor  court. 

Article   XIII.     Reserved   Powers 

Section  1.  The  Association  reserves  unto  itself  all  powers  not  dele- 
gated to  the  various  committees,  which  powers  may  be  exercised  by  a 
majority  vote  of  the  Association. 

Section  2.  The  power  to  recall  any  elected  officer  is  reserved  to 
the  Association  or  any  component  part  thereof,  by  a  two-thirds  ma- 
jority vote  of  the  entire  Association,  or  the  entire  constituency  in 
which  a  recall  is  desired. 

Section  3.  The  rules,  regulations,  and  by-laws  of  all  the  Commit- 
tees shall  be  subjected  to  referendum  by  the  Association,  and  may  be 
repealed  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Association  present. 

Article  XIV.     Oath 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  Student  Association  of  John  B.  Stet- 
son University  shall  take  the  following  oath  at  installation:  "I  do  so- 
lemnly affirm  that  I  will  faithfully  execute  my  office  in  the  Student 
Association  of  John  B.  Stetson  University  and  will  to  the  best  of  my 
ability  carry  out  its  Constitution". 

Section  2.  The  same  oath  shall  be  taken  by  the  Class,  College  and 
School  officers  upon  installation. 

Article  XV.     Adoption 

Section  1.  This  Constitution  shall  supercede  all  previous  Consti- 
tutions. 

Section  2.  Upon  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  the  original 
shall  be  filed  in  the  University  President's  safe  for  safe  keeping.  A 
copy  will  be  put  on  display,  in  a  safe  place,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Stu*- 
dent  Association  members.  Only  photostat  copies  will  be  released, 
one  of  which  will  be  presented  to  each  newly  installed  Association 
President. 
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HONOR  SOCIETIES 

Beta  Chi  Omega — Beta  Chi  Omega,  honorary  biology  organization, 
was  founded  at,  Stetson  in  1937  under  the  name  of  Beta  Key.  The  pur- 
poses of  this  organization  are  to  promote  an  increased  interest  in  bi- 
ology, to  stimulate  sound  scholarship,  and  to  encourage  biological  in- 
vestigation. Members  are  selected  from  students  in  advanced  biology 
classes  who  maintain  a  scholastic  average  of  B  (2.0). 

Delta  Gamma  Phi — Delta  Gamma  Phi,  honorary  sorority  for  women 
who  are  outstanding  in  the  band,  was  founded  at  Stetson  in  1940,  as  a 
sister  organization  to  Kappa  Kappa  Psi.  Its  purpose  is  to  promote  a 
spirit  of  cooperation  and  fellowship  among  the  women  in  the  band. 

Der  Deutsche  Verein — Der  Deutsche  Verein  is  an  honorary  German 
organization.  The  members  are  selected  from  students  in  advanced 
German  classes  and  superior  students  in  freshman  and  sophomore 
courses.  The  purpose  of  the  organization  is  to  foster  an  interest  in  the 
language,  the  customs,  and  the  literature  of  Germany. 

Gamma  Sigma  Epsilon — Gamma  Sigma  Epsilon,  national  honorary 
chemistry  fraternity,  was  founded  in  1919  at  Davidson  College,  David- 
son, North  Carolina.  As  stated  in  the  constitution,  the  object  of  the 
fraternity  is  to  increase  interest  and  scholarship  in  chemistry,  and  to 
promote  friendship  and  the  general  welfare  of  chemists.  Juniors  and 
seniors  majoring  in  chemistry,  whose  grades  meet  the  high  standard 
set  by  the  Grand  Council,  are  eligible  for  election  to  membership.  Beta 
Beta  Chapter  was  established  at  Stetson  in  1932. 

The  Honor — The  general  purpose  of  the  organization  known  as 
"The  Honor"  is:  'To  concentrate  the  interest  of  the  Student  Govern- 
ment Council  on  individual  students,  so  that  each  girl  shall  have  the 
opportunity  of  making  her  life  broader  and  finer,  and  thus,  of  making 
herself  more  valuable  to  the  people  around  her,  and  to  her  university". 
The  aims  of  the  organization  are  to  aid  in  the  development  of  all-round 
young  women;  to  encourage  scholarship;  to  recognize  and  encourage 
individual  abilities;  to  promote  leadership.  Eligibility  to  membership 
is  based  upon  fifty  points  as  awarded  and  planned  by  the  organization 
and  a  minimum  average  of  B  (2.0). 

Kappa  Kappa  Psi — Kappa  Kappa  Psi,  a  national  band  fraternity, 
was  founded  to  promote  the  best  interests  of  the  college  bandmen  and 
to  encourage  a  higher  type  of  band  music.  In  carrying  out  the  full 
purpose  of  the  fraternity,  each  candidate  for  initiation  must  be  an  out- 
standing student. 

La  Franciade — The  members  of  this  honorary  French  organization 
are  selected  from  students  in  advanced  French  courses  and  superior 
students  in  the  intermediate  courses.  The  purpose  of  the  society  is  to 
foster  an  extracurricular  interest  in  the  language,  the  customs,  and  the 
literature  of  France. 

The  Mystic  Krewe — The  Mystic  Krewe  is  an  organization  of  junior 
and  senior  men  students,  chosen  without  regard  to  fraternity  or  other 
affiliation.  Selection  is  governed  entirely  by  the  abilities  and  accom- 
plishments of  the  individuals.  The  purpose  of  the  organization  is  to 
develop  and  coordinate  a  proper  spirit  among  all  elements  of  campus 
life  and  activities. 

The  Newton  Club — The  Newton  Club  is  the  honorary  mathematics 
society  of  the  University.  It  was  organized  in  1938  from  the  mathe- 
matics section  of  the  former  Mu  Phi  mathematics  and  physics  society. 
Meetings  are  held  monthly  and  papers  are  presented  on  both  cultural 
and  technical  aspects  of  mathematics. 
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The  Order  of  the  Scroll  and  Key — The  order  of  the  Scroll  and  Key, 
founded  at  Stetson  in  March,  1940,  was  formed  for  the  purpose  of  recog- 
nizing and  encouraging  high  scholarship.  Members  are  chosen  from  the 
highest  ten  per  cent  of  the  junior  and  senior  classes.  No  one  may  be 
elected  who  does  not  possess  qualities  of  leadership. 

Phi  Alpha  Theta — Alpha  Theta  chapter  was  established  on  this 
campus  in  May,  1942.  Before  that  time  the  group  had  been  known  as 
the  History  Club.  Its  purpose  is  to  encourage  the  study  of  history  in 
all  its  different  phases.  Membership  in  the  national  fraternity  is  open 
to  those  students  who  have  had  at  least  twelve  semester  hours  of  his- 
tory with  an  average  above  B  (2.0).  Any  student  who  had  a  grade  be- 
low B,  no  matter  if  other  grades  bring  the  average  above  B  (2.0),  is 
automatically  ineligible. 

Phi  Beta — Eta  Chapter  of  Phi  Beta  was  established  at  Stetson  in 
1921,  especially  for  young  women  who  are  outstanding  in  the  field  of 
music.  It  is  a  national  professional  fraternity  striving  for  professional 
achievement  in  music  or  dramatics,  high  ideals  in  womanhood,  and 
scholarship,  lit  is  a  member  of  the  national  Pan-Hellenic  Society.  Its 
members  act  as  hostesses  for  all  music  activities. 

The  Phi  Society — The  Phi  Society  is  a  freshman  honor  society 
sponsored  by  members  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa  in  a  number  of  colleges  and 
universities.  The  Stetson  society  was  organized  in  1935.  To  be  eligible 
for  membership  students  must  attain  an  average  grade  of  B  (2.0)  in 
their  first  year  of  college  work. 

PI  Gamma  Mu — Pi  Gamma  Mu  was  organized  at  Southwestern  Col- 
lege, Winfield,  Kansas,  and  now  has  more  than  140  chapters.  This  or- 
ganization is  not  an  ordinary  honor  society.  It  has  no  secret  features 
of  any  kind.  Its  name  is  simple  and  modest,  merely  the  initials  of  the 
Greek  words  meaning  "Students  of  Social  Science".  The  purpose  of 
Pi  Gamma  Mu  is  to  promote  the  cause  of  the  scientific  study  of  social 
problems.  Only  juniors  and  seniors  who  have  maintained  a  high  schol- 
arship in  the  social  sciences  are  eligible  to  membership. 

Pi  Kappa.  Delta — In  the  spring  of  1939  the  Florida  Beta  Chapter  of 
Pi  Kappa  Delta,  national  forensic  fraternity,  was  installed  at  Stetson. 
There  are  today  174  chapters  of  this  forensic  fraternity  throughout  the 
United  States.  The  purpose  of  Pi  Kappa  Delta  is  to  promote  a  greater 
interest  in  the  art  of  public  speaking,  and  to  reward  with  membership 
those  who  have  taken  an  active  part  in  forensic  activities. 

Sigma  Delta  Pi— Alpha  Kappa  Chapter  of  Sigma  Delta  Pi  was  in- 
stalled at  Stetson  in  1937.  It  is  a  national  honorary  scholarship  fra- 
ternity for  students  majoring  or  minoring  in  Spanish.  The  scholarship 
requirement  is  a  B  (2.0)  average  in  Spanish  and  a  B  (2.0)  general 
average. 

Sigma  Pi  Sigma — Sigma  Pi  Sigma  is  the  national  honor  society  in 
the  field  of  physics.  The  Alpha  Iota.  Chapter  was  installed  at  Stetson 
in  1937.  Membership  in  the  society  is  open  to  juniors  and  seniors  who 
have  completed  a  minimum  of  majors  in  physics  with  a  scholastic  rating 
of  B  (2.0)  and  who  give  promise  of  achievement  in  scientific  work. 

Theta  Alpha  Phi — The  national  honorary  dramatic  fraternity,  Theta 
Alpha  Phi,  installed  Florida  Alpha  Chapter  at  Stetson  in  1919.  Since 
that  time,  Theta  Alpha  Phi  has  acted  as  the  producing  agent  for  all  the 
plays  presented  in  the  Little  Theatre.  The  purposes  of  this  honorary 
fraternity  are  to  arouse  interest,  stimulate  creativeness,  and  foster  ar- 
tistic achievement  in  all  the  allied  arts  and  crafts  of  the  theater.  Mem- 
bership in  Theta  Alpha  Phi  is  limited  to  juniors  and  seniors  with  high 
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scholastic  records,  who  have  done  outstanding  work  in  acting,  directing, 
play  writing,  backstage  activity,  or  some  other  phase  of  dramatic  pro- 
duction. Regular  meetings  of  the  chapter  are  held  twice  a  month  to 
foster  social  and  professional  advancement. 

Theta  Gamma  Epsilon — Theta  Gamma  Epsilon,  honorary  geological 
and  geographical  society,  was  founded  at  Stetson  in  May,  1940,  for  the 
purpose  of  furthering  scholarship  and  interest  in  the  fields  of  geology 
and  geography.  Membership  is  limited  to  advanced  students  who  have 
maintained  high  scholastic  averages. 

Student  Bar  Association — The  Student  Bar  Association  consists  of 
the  entire  membership  of  the  Stetson  College  of  Law.  Its  purpose  is  to 
provide  a  unified  association  of  students  enrolled  in  the  school  and  to 
promote  a  measure  of  self-government  while  developing  an  atmosphere 
of  cooperation  between  students  and  faculty.  Officers  are:  Roger 
Flynn,  president;  Thomas  B.  Lee,  vice-president;  Marvin  Rehrer,  secre- 
tary;  and  Philip  Knowles,  treasurer. 

Honor  Court — Composed  of  seven  student  justices,  the  Stetson 
Honor  Court  has  the  responsibility  of  promoting  an  educational  cam- 
paign against  "those  things  which  are  beneath  the  dignity  of  the  law". 
Two  justices  each  are  from  the  freshman  and  junior  classes  and  three 
are  from  the  senior  class.  The  court  serves  for  the  trial  of  infractions 
and  the  recommendation  of  punishment  in  case  of  guilt.  Chief  Justice 
is  Donald  Butler.  Other  justices  are  John  J.  Nedza,  Elsie  Merritt, 
Hugh  F.  DuVal,  Warren  H.  Horton,  Louis  C.  Deal  and  Frederick  B.  Karl. 

P'hi  Delta  Phi — Stetson  students  under  the  leadership  of  J.  Carter 
Perkins,  '48,  banded  together  in  the  fall  of  1946  to  secure  an  installa- 
tion of  an  Inn  of  Phi  Delta  Phi  at  Stetson.  Their  petition  was  accepted 
by  the  National  Convention  in  September  of  1947  and  on  December  5, 
1947,  the  Cordozo  Inn  of  the  oldest  international  legal  fraternity  was 
formally  installed.  The  fraternity  endeavors  to  promote  a  higher  stan- 
dard of  professional  ethics  and  culture  in  law  schools  and  the  law  pro- 
fession.    Louis  C.  Zoller  is  magister. 

Phi  Alpha  Delta — The  Brewer  chapter  at  Stetson  was  reactivated 
in  the  fall  of  1946.  It  was  chartered  April  2,  1915,  by  Stetson  students 
who  have  since  become  famous  in  the  field  of  law.  It  is  an  honorary 
legal  fraternity  promoting  higher  standards  in  the  profession.  Richard 
H.  Cooper,  the  Stetson  student  who  was  a  gubernatorial  candidate  in 
the  May,  1948,  primaries,  is  Justice. 

Thomas  and  Chapman  Law  Clubs — These  clubs,  active  on  the  law 
campus  before  the  war,  have  been  reorganized  under  the  sponsorship 
of  the  distinguished  graduates  of  the  Stetson  College  of  Law,  for  whom 
they  are  named.  Membership  is  open  to  all  students  in  the  College  of 
Law.  Fall  quarter  work  concentrates  on  individual  arguments,  while 
each  winter  and  spring  quarter,  competitions  between  the  two  clubs  are 
conducted  under  the  direction  of  the  Coordinator  to  determine  the  out- 
standing student  lawyers.  Winners  from  the  first  and  second  year 
classes  in  each  club  compete  on  annual  "Law  Day"  by  presenting  an 
appellate  argument  before  selected  members  of  the  Florida  Judiciary 
sitting  as  justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  John  B.  Stetson  University. 

Sigma  Alpha  Chi — Sigma  Alpha  Chi  is  a  local  honorary  fraternity 
for  students  majoring  in  accounting.  It  was  organized  at  Stetson  July 
20,  1948.  Its  purpose  is  ro  foster  and  maintain  a  spirit  of  fellowship,  to 
Afford  each  member  the  privilege  of  broadening  the  scope  ot  bis  educa- 
tion in  the  profession  of  his  choice,  to  advance  the  professional  interests 
Of  the  members. 


CLUBS 
The  Hatter  Art  Club — An  honorary  organization  founded  in  1935, 
for  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  interest  of  art  on  and  off  the  campus 
and  to  create  a  sincere  love  of  beauty  and  appreciation  of  art.  The  Club 
makes  sketching  tours  and  visits  to  exhibits  throughout  the  year,  and 
sponsors  the  annual  art  exhibit  at  Commencement. 

International  Relations  Club — The  International  Relations  Club  was 
organized  in  1938  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Carnegie  Endowment  for 
International  peace.  Its  purpose  is  to  stimulate  interest  in  the  impar- 
tial  discussion  of  international   affairs. 

The  Stetson  Blazer  Club — This  organization  is  composed  of  out- 
standing women  of  the  W.A.A.  who  have  received  letters  and  blazers 
for  achievement  in  sports,  scholarship,  service,  and  sportsmanship. 
Election  to  membership  in  the  Blazer  Club  is  the  highest  athletic  honor 
that  a  woman  at  the  University  may  receive. 

The  Stetson  Commerce  Club — The  Stetson  Commerce  Club,  organiz- 
ed in  1937,  is  composed  of  the  sophomore,  junior,  and  senior  students 
in  the  School  of  Business  who  have  maintained  a  minimum  average  of 
C.  The  purpose  of  this  orgagnization  is  to  develop  a  better  under- 
standing of  the  principles  and  problems  of  business. 

The  Stetson  Press  Club — The  Stetson  Press  Club  was  organized  in 
1938  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  journalism  both  on  and  off  the  cam- 
pus. It  is  semi-professional  in  nature  and  recognizes  students  who  have 
distinguished  themselves  in  journalism  and  literary  activities. 

Stetson  Veterans  Association  was  organized  during  the  Spring 
Quarter,  1946,  for  the  purpose  of  giving  the  student  veteran  the  benefit 
of  organized  effort  and  to  insure  the  continuance  of  goodwill  and  better 
understanding  between  the  veteran  group  and  the  University.

The  Student  Handbook — The  Handbook  is  issued  annually,  at  the 
beginning  of  the  school  year,  by  the  Student  Association,  and  is  virtual- 
ly a  manual  of  instructions  for  all  first-year  students  at  Stetson  and 
contains  information  of  value  to  all  classmen  at  the  University.

MUSIC 

The  Music  School  Association — This  organization  is  composed  of 
the  students  of  the  School  of  Music.  According  to  the  constitution 
which  was  adopted  by  the  student  body  in  the  spring  of  1940,  its  officers 
are  elected  by  general  vote  of  the  students  in  the  spring  of  each  year. 
The  purpose  of  this  organization  is  to  develop  initiative  in  student  ac- 
tivities, to  create  a  more  desirable  relationship  between  the  students 
and  faculty  and  to  strengthen  all  connection  between  the  School  of 
Music  and  the  other  schools  of  the  University. 

The  Stetson  Glee  Clubs — The  University  has  two  glee  clubs,  one  for 
women  and  one  for  men.  These  clubs  operate  as  separate  units,  and 
combine  to  form  the  University  Chorus.  The  glee  clubs  appear  in  con- 
cert at  the  University  and  in  many  cities  throughout  the  state.  The 
chorus  appears  in  concert  at  Christmas,  in  the  spring  and  at  Commence- 
ment. The  Radio  Chorus  of  twenty  picked  voices  appears  in  concert 
throughout  the  state.  Membership  in  these  organizations  are  com- 
petitive. 

The  Stetson  Symphony  Orchestra — The  Stetson  Symphony  Orches- 
tra was  organized  to  provide  the  student  opportunity  for  orchestral  ex- 
perience as  player,  soloist,  conductor,  composer,  or  arranger.  The  re- 
pertory includes  standard  overtures,  symphonies,  concertos,  classical 
and  modern  selections.     Stress  is  put  on  sight  reading. 

The  Stetson  Little  Symphony — The  Stetson  Little  Symphony  is  a 
small  orchestra  composed  of  experienced  student  players.  It  performs 
as  opera  and  oratorio,  and  presents  original  arrangements  and  compo- 
sitions. It  furnishes  music  for  University  plays  and  on  those  occasions 
is  led  by  student  conductors. 

The  Stetson  Band — This  concert  band  is  a  feature  of  the  music 
training  of  the  School  of  Music.  Throughout  the  year  the  band  gives 
concerts  in  various  cities  in  the  state.  During  the  winter  season  con- 
certs are  given  from  the  city  band-shell.  The  band  participates  in 
many  of  the  important  state  functions.  A  uniformed  marching  band 
will  be  organized  this  fall. 

PHYSICAL   EDUCATION   AND 
INTRAMURAL   ATHLETICS 

Intramural  activities  will  give  you  ample  opportunity  for  self-ex- 
pression in  a  clean  sportsmanlike  manner. 

The  intramural  program  is  planned  with  the  aim  of  developing  the 
student  physically,  mentally,  culturally,  and  emotionally  through  the 
several  divisions  of  the  program.  The  various  campus  groups  may 
participate  in  intramural  athletics,  dramatics,  debate,  and  the  annual 
intramural  sing.  Coveted  awards  and  cups  are  given  each  year  for  the 
winners  in  these  four  divisions. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Intramural  Board  to  encourage  each  stu- 
dent of  the  University  to  participate  in  some  phase  of  intramural 
activity. 

Physical   Education 

Freshman  and  sophomore  students  are  required  to  take  part  in 
physical  education  courses  which  will  be  of  the  recreational  type.  The 
following  sports  will  be  taken  up:  basketball,  ping  pong,  handball,  touch 
football,  diamond  hall,  shuffleboard,  horse-  shoes,  tennis,  golf,  soccer, 
ami  s[><-'etl   ball. 

At  Stetson  University,  athletics  for  young  men  and  women  are  di- 
rectly under  faculty  control. 
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STETSON    UNIVERSITY    INTRAMURALS 

ATHLETIC  ASSOCIATION 

Constitution  and   By-Laws 

Article  I.     Purpose 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  purpose  of  this  Association  to  encourage 
and  enlist  the  entire  student  body  in  some  form  of  organized  athletic 
activity,  and  to  encourage  the  promotion  of  wholesome  recreation. 

Article  II.     Membership 

Section  1.  Every  male  student  matriculating  in  the  University  auto- 
matically becomes  a  member  of  the  Association  except  as  stated  in  By- 
Laws. 

Section  2.  Units  of  Competition  shall  consist  of  six  social  organi- 
zations and  six  organizations  composed  of  non-affiliated  men,  which 
will  comprise  two  teams. 

Article  II.     Administration 

Section  1.  The  Intramural  Board  shall  consist  of  the  Athletic  Di- 
rector, the  Intramural  Director,  the  Social  Vice-President,  and  one  repre- 
sentative from  each  of  the  organizations  entered  in  Intramural  com- 
petition. 

Section  2.  The  Intramural  Director  shall  call  all  meetings  of  the 
board,  act  as  chairman.  At  the  suggestion  of  the  Intramural  Director 
the  board  shall  assist  in  formulating  special  rules,  and  decide  all  cases 
of  eligibility.  The  Intramural  Director  shall  call  a  meeting  at  the  re- 
quest of  three  ggroup  representatives.  The  Intramural  Director  shall 
draft  all  schedules,  select  all  officials,  and  make  all  necessary  floor 
and  field  arrangements. 

Section  3.  The  Intramural  Board  shall  deal  with  all  amendments 
and  protests. 

Section  4.  In  all  matters  which  are  decided  by  a  vote,  a  two-thirds 
vote  shall  be  necessary  to  make  the  vote  valid.  A  quorum  (three- 
fourths)  must  be  present  at  all  voting  meetings. 

Section  5.  The  Intramural  Board  shall  elect  a  secretary  whose  duty 
it  will  be  to  keep  an  accurate  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  meetings. 

Section  6.  The  representatives  of  each  group  shall  organize  teams 
within  their  respective  clubs  for  the  various  sports.  They  shall  report 
all  scores  promptly,  keep  their  groups  informed  of  all  happenings  at  the 
meetings,  and  confer  with  other  managers  in  regard  to  officials,  etc. 
They  will  be  responsible  for  furnishing  a  list  of  members  of  their  group 
to  the  Intramural  Director  at  the  first  regular  meeting  of  the  Associa,- 
tion  each  year.  Each  team  must  turn  in  a  roster  to  the  Secretary  and 
be  placed  on  file  before  the  beginning  of  any  contest.  Each  organiza- 
tion will  make  an  original  and  a  duplicate  of  its  roster.  No  names  will 
be  added  to  the  team  roster  after  same  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary. 
Violation  of  thisrule  will  cause  all  of  the  games  of  that  organization  to 
be  forfeited. 

Article  IV.     Eligibility 

Section  1.  All  students  of  the  college  shall  be  eligible  to  enter  any 
activity  promoted  by  the  Association  except  as  hereafter  noted. 

Section  2.  A  player  may  represent  only  one  group.     A  man  may 
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not  compete  until  he  has  been  officially  entered  at  the  Intramural  of- 
fice twenty-four  hours  before  participating  in  any  sport.  No  changes 
will  be  made  in  rosters.  Each  player  participating  with  his  respective 
organization  will  sien  bis  own  name  to  the  roster,  which  ;bali  be  con- 
sidered the  original. 

Section  3.  No  student  at  Stetson  University,  or  a  transfer  from  any 
other  college  or  university,  shall  be  eligible  to  compete  in  any  sport  in 
which  he  won  a  varsity  letter  or  that  sports  equivalent,  such  as  Base- 
ball (Softball),  Football  (Touch  Football).  No  professional  athlete  will 
be  eligible  to  participate  in  any  intramural  sport.  No  man  may  play 
the  position  he  played  at  a  national  tournament  of  amateur  standing. 

Section  4.  During  a.  regular  varsity  season  or  a  designated  varsity 
practice  session,  no  member  of  such  a  varsity  squad  as  above  mentioned 
is  eligible  to  compete  as  a  team  member  in  any  round  table  intramural 
sport. 

Section  5.  Members  of  the  faculty  who  were  regular  members  of 
fraternities  as  undergraduates  may  participate  with  the  fraternity  to 
which  they  belong  except  in  sports  in  which  they  received  Major  or 
Minor  letters  while  undergraduates  in  college.  Pledging  of  faculty 
members  shall  not  be  allowed  for  Intramural  purposes. 

Article  V.     Meetings 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  meeting  of  the  Intramural  Board  be- 
fore the  beginning  of  each  major  sport.  The  Secretary  shall  notify  all 
members  of  the  board. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  shall  be  called  by  the  Intramural  Di- 
rector, or  Secretary,  or  on  petition  of  three  teams. 

Article  VI.     Powers 

Section  1.  The  Intramural  Director  shall  have  the  power  to  post- 
pone or  cancel  any  events  which  he  deems  necessary. 

Section  2.  The  Athletic  Director  shall  have  the  final  judgment  over 
all  decisions. 

Section  3.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Intramural  Board  before  each  ma- 
jor sport,  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  made  and  published  for  that 
sport. 

Section  4.  The  Intramural  Board  shall  have  power  to  revise  and 
enlarge  the  schedule,  but  this  must  be  done  prior  to  playing  the  first 
game. 

Article  VII.     Amendments 

Section  1.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  by  a  three-fourths 
(%)  majority  vote  of  the  Intramural  Board. 

By-Laws 
Article   I.     Quorum 

Section  1.  Three-fourths  of  the  entire  members  of  the  Intramural 
Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Article  II.  Games 

Section  1.  Team  competition.  Touch  Football,  Volleyball,  Basket- 
ball, Softball,  Baseball  shall  be  controlled  by  round  robin  schedule. 

Section  2.  Handball,  Ping-Pong,  Horse  shoes,  Paddleball,  Tennis, 
Golf,  and  Badminton  shall  be  contralled  by  team  elimination. 
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Article  II.     Schedules 

Section  1.  The  round  robin  schedule  for  all  games  shall  be  made  by 
the  Intramural  Board  at  least  one  year  in  advance. 

Section  2.  The  elimination  schedule  for  all  games  shall  be  made  by 
the  Intramural  Board  before  the  beginning  of  the  Fall  Quarter. 

Article  IV.     Awards 

Section  1.  The  participation  trophy  signifies  the  Intramural  cham- 
pionship shall  be  awarded  to  the  organization  scoring  the  greatest  num- 
ber of  points  throughout  the  year  in  each  league.  This  trophy  shall  re- 
main in  the  custody  of  the  winning  group  for  one  year.  It  shall  re- 
main in  the  permanent  possession  of  any  group  winning  the  trophy 
for  three  years. 

Section  2.  Teams  representing  organizations  shall  receive  a  trophy 
for  that  sport  in  which  they  are  declared  the  winner. 

Section  3.  Intramural  keys  will  be  given  to  all  managers  who 
served  their  groups  well. 

Section  4.  The  winning  and  participating  teams  are  awarded  points 
as  follows:

Section  5.  A  cup  will  be  presented  to  the  winner  in  each  league  for 
every  sport.  A  grand  trophy  will  be  awarded  to  the  team  having  the 
greatest  number  of  points  in  its  respective  league. 

Article  VI.     Protests 

Section  1.  A  definite  attempt  to  settle  all  questions  should  be  made 
on  the  field  or  floor.    All  games  under  protest  shall  be  completed. 

Section  2.  All  protests  must  be  made  to  the  Intramural  Director  in 
writing  within  twenty-four  hours  after  the  contest  has  been  played. 

Section  3.  Both  contestants  and  officials  shall  be  permitted  to  pre- 
sent their  cases  to  the  Intramural  Board  for  a.  decision  by  the  Board. 

Article  VII.     Postponements 

Section  1.  A  scheduled  contest  may  be  postponed  only  with  the 
unanimous  written  agreement  of  both  teams  and  the  Intramural  Direc- 
tor. A  request  for  postponement  must  be  made  not  later  than  twenty- 
four  hours  before  the  contest  in  question. 

Section  2.  If  two  teams  fail  to  play  a  scheduled  contest  without 
making  proper  arrangements  with  the  Intramural  Director,  both  teams 
shall  be  charged  with  a  loss  and  the  contest  shall  not  be  re-scheduled. 
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Article  VIII.   Forfeits 

Section  1.  If  a  team  of  contestants  Tails  to  appear  at  the  appointed 
place  within  fifteen  minutes  of  the  time  scheduled  for  the  contest,  the 
opposing  team  or  contestant,  may  chum  a  forfeit  upon  presenting  a  full 
line-up  and  displaying  a  readiness  to  play. 

Section  2.  A  team  shall  forfeit  any  contest  in  which  it  uses  an  in- 
eligible player. 

Section  3.  A  team  winning  by  a  forfeit  shall  receive  all  the  points 
of  a  moral  win.  A  team  losing  by  a  forfeit  shall  be  charged  with  a  loss 
and  lose  the  points  for  that  game. 

Article   IX.     Amendments 

Section  1.  A  three-fourths  (:;:;)  vote  of  the  Intramural  Board  shall 
be  necessary  to  amend  theso  By-Laws. 

DRAMATICS 

Rules 

1.  A  scene  or  scenes  from  a  longer  play  instead  of  a  one-act  play 
may  be  presented. 

2.  No  play  may  require  more  than  55  minutes  for  presentation.  All 
incidental  music,  etc.,  must  be  included  within  this  time  limit. 

3.  The  number  of  persons  in  the  cast  is  not  limited. 

4.  Permission  to  use  plays  and  payment  of  royalties  must  be 
handled  by  each  manager  directly  with  the  publishers  BEFORE  the 
play  is  presented. 

5.  The  order  of  presentation  will  be  determined  by  lot. 

6.  Each  cast  will  require  not  more  than  six  minutes  to  set  its  stage 
and  two  minutes  to  clear.  This  rule  may  be  waived. at  the  discretion 
of  the  dramatic  intramural  leader. 

8.  No  wall  decorations  of  any  kind,  no  screens  used  as  backgrounds, 
nor  backdrops  supported  in  any  way  may  be  used.  This  rule  may  be 
waived  at  the  discretion  of  the  dramatic  intramural  leader. 

9.  The  regular  intramural  rules  will  govern  all  other  problems. 

10.  Absolutely  no  persons  other  than  those  who  belong  to  the  intra- 
mural group  will  be  allowed  to  participate  in  any  way  connected  with 
the  production  of  the  play. 

11.  Theta  Alpha  Phi  members  are  excluded,  but  will  be  allowed  to 
direct  the  production  if  the  managers  call  them. 

12.  Types  of  plays  to  be  presented  will  be  comedy,  farce,  and  melo- 
drama. 

Plan  of  Contest 

The  leader  of  intramural  dramatics  will  give  each  group  a  state- 
ment as  to  locations  of  doors  and  windows,  a  cyclorama,  and  an  ex- 
terior set  if  possible.  He  will  cooperate  in  every  way  with  coaches  and 
casts,  but  the  latter  must  take  entire  responsibility  for  securing  pro- 
perties. Since  neither  settings  nor  properties  will  be  equally  suitable 
for  all  plays  presented,  it  is  obvious  that  judges  will  NOT  judge  the 
stage  sets  but  the  play  presentations  themselves. 

Each  cast  is  responsible  for  setting  its  own  stage  and  for  removing 
its  properties  immediately  at  the  close  of  the  play,  .so  .that  the  cast  pre- 
senting the  next  play  may  set  its  stage  properly. 

All  plays  will  be  presented  on  the  one  night,  and  "the  announcement 
of  thp  winners  will  be  made  after  the  last  play  isj  over." 
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INTRAMURAL    DEBATE    RULES 

1.  Florida  Beta  Chapter  of  Pi  Kappa  Delta  will  select  and  publish 
topics  for  debate  and  the  time  to  be  allotted  for  speaking. 

2.  Any  members  of  the  participating  intramural  groups  who  have 
not  engaged  in  intercollegiate  debating  at  Stetson  University,  or  at  an- 
other institution  of  collegiate  standing,  are  eligible  to  participate. 

3.  Collegiate  debaters  and  members  of  Pi  Kappa  Delta  may  serve 
as  coaches  for  the  groups. 

4.  There  shall  be  preliminary  and  final  rounds.  The  winners  and 
the  runners-up  in  both  men's  and  women's  division  shall  participate  in 
the  finals. 

5.  The  debaters  will  be  judged  on  the  basis  of  (1)  delivery,  (2)  con- 
tent and  logic,  and  (3)  entertainment  value. 

ANNUAL   INTRAMURAL  SING 

The  purpose  of  the  intramural  sing  is  to  develop  an  interest  in  sing- 
ing through  competitive  participation  among  the  undergraduates  of  Stet- 
son University,  and  to  give  as  many  as  possible  an  opportunity  to  ex- 
press themselves  through  music. 

Under  intramural  regulations  the  contest  is  open  to  all  undergradu- 
ates in  social  organizations  on  the  campus,  fraternity  and  non-fraternity 
students  with  the  exception  of  those  who  are  listed  as  members  of  the 
Stetson  Radio  Chorus. 

All  participating  groups  in  the  contest  will  select  one  song  of  their 
own  choice,  the  arrangement  of  which  must  be  in  at  least  three-part 
harmony.  Songs  used  by  local  fraternities  on  campus  will  not  be  ac- 
cepted by  the  judges.  The  judges  are  selected  from  among  persons  not 
affiliated  with  the  organizations  participating. 

r?ach  group  will  select  its  own  leader  who  may  he  a  member  of  the 
above  mentioned  Radio  Chorus;  however  such  person  will  be  restricted 
to  leading  and  not  singing  with  his  or  her  group. 

Each  group  participating  in  the  contest  will  be  judged  on  the  fol- 
lowing points:  (1)  Appearance  and  stage  presence;  (2)  Leadership; 
(3)  Diction;  (4)  Intonation;  (5)  Interpretation;  (6)  Arrangement;  and 
(7)  Adaptability  of  song  to  each  group. 

The  intramural  sing  is  judged  in  two  divisions,  one  for  women  and 
one  for  men.
